Eugene Talmadge told a Brooks coun- 
ty audience here today that if folks 
heard him ealled a. big man and 
praised by a “silk shirt crowd” they 
would know “I’ve sold you out and 
laid down on you.

Air Mail Records Turned 
Over to Farley With 
Explanation of Loss. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—(UP)— 
Former Postmaster-General Walter 
Brown presented Postmaster-Genera! 
James A. Farley late today two files 
of official correspondence on mail con- 
tracts, and made public a letter sug- 
gesting that they had been smuggled 
into his personal belongings by a 
“character assassin.”

Ellsworth Heads Northward _ 
To Repair Damaged Plane 


Antarctic Explorer Plans 
To Send Craft From 
New Zealand to Los An- 
geles for Needed Work.

ABOARD THE MOTORSHIP 
WYATT EARP, EN ROUTE TO 
DUNEDIN, N. Z., Jan. 19.—We are 
43 miles north of where we left pack 
ice On our southward journey, but 
there is now no ice in sight and none 
has been seen since we left the Bay 
of Whales on the evening of January 
14, after rescuing our wrecked air- 
Plane from a bobbing block of ice. 

We are, however, about 40 miles 
eastward of our southerly course and, 
as Admiral Byrd on his way south 
along 172 west longitude saw no pack, 
it seems that this year at this season 
there is not any band of pack ice 
across the eastern entrance to the 
Ross sea. 

The Wyatt Earp’s position is lati- 
tude 67.44 south, longitude 178.24 
east, and I am heading direct for New 
Zealand. It is rather tough to build 
your dream castles only to find them 
shattered so easily, but I am not dis- 
mayed by the set-back received, be- 
cause I realize that to achieve success 
im these latitudes always means a 
battle. 

I have not yet determined my fu- 
ture plans but there are two possi- 
bilities worth considering. If not de- 
Inyed by the ice pack or the weather, 
it might be possible to rush the dam- 
~ airplane by passenger ship from 
New Zealand to Los Angeles, have it 
repaired at the factory and fly it 
8, miles along the coast of the 
Americas to Punta Arenas at the 
Straits of Magellan, where it could 

picked up by the Wyatt Earp en 
route from New Zealand to the Gra- 
am Land sector of the antarctic. 

[ could expect ‘to reach Deception 
Island or farther south before the 


freeze-up, establish winter quarters 
and make a flight from Graham Land 
to the Weddell sea and from there 
across Antarctica to the Ross sea 
early in the antarctic spring, which 
means October or November of this 
year. 

Such a flight would not be longer 
than our projected non-stop hop from 
the Ross sea to the Weddell sea and 


back, and it would in fact cover more 


new territory. 

If delay is experienced in reaching 
New Zealand, it might be possible to 
have the Wyatt Earp take the air- 
plane to Los Angeles and return with 
it to the Bay of Whales for a flight 
next season. But it is too early yet 
to say whether I will be able to fol- 
low either of these or any other plans 
in connection with a trans-antarctic 
flight. 

I decided it would not be advisable 
to take advantage of an offer made 
by Admiral Byrd in a message re- 
ceived the day we rescued our plane, 
the Polar Star, from the ice. He 
said, “You are welcome to use my 
Fokker plane for your flight. It has 
the same wingspread as the North 
Pole plane and a Hornet engine. If 
you accept this offer, 1 will also lend 
you personnel to help get the plane 
ready for flight.” 

Assuming the plane offered to be 
the one tested by Bernt Balchen, our 
pilot, shortly after it was built, it 
has not the range in still air to com- 
plete a non-stop flight from the Bay 
of Whales to the Weddell sea and re- 
turn; and even if its range in still 
air were sufficient it would be neces- 
sary to have some margin in case of 
meeting headwinds. Also, if the range 
were sufficient its slow speed would 
mean a long period in the air, which, 
because of the uncertainty of the 
weather, would greatly increase the 
hazard. ‘Then a high-winged Fokker 
type machine, although excellent in 
many respects, is not easy to take 
care of in case of a forced landing or 
a blizzard. It will be remembered 
that it was a machine of this gen- 
eral type which was lost during a 
blizzard on Admiral Byrd’s expedition 
in 1929.

A few moments later he reversed 
his personal decision, announcing that 
he had decided to complain to the 
courts.

THREATS OF VIOLENCE 
INWEST HOLDUP TRIAL 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 19.—(4)— 
Charges that police kicked, cuffed and 
beat him into making statements they 
interpreted as a confession in the 
$20,000 holdup of Mae West, movie 
and stage actress, were made by Ed- 
ward Friedman in his robbery trial 
today. 

More than a dozen guards were 
sprinkled about the courtroom, Vague 
threats and rumors of possible vio- 
lence at the trial were recounted, but 
there was no plausible information 
of what turn such violence might 
take, 

A report attributed to police that 
“two Chicago gangsters” were in town, 
presumably “interested in the Fried- 
man case” was relayed to Superior 
Judge Harry Sewell, presiding at the 
trial. There was a report that Miss 
West, who was not in the courtroom 
today, had received another telephone 
call interpreted as a threat. On the 
other hand, there was a rumor that 
some attempt might be made on Fried- 
man himself, 

The guards were assigned as the 
result of telephone calls Judge Sewell 
received yesterday warning him that 
some sort of violence might arise in 
the courtroom. 

Testifying in a low, dull _ voice, 
Friedman said police told him “We'll 
beat you to a pulp if you don’t tell 
all we've told you to say” and that 
they manhandled him while voicing 
this warning. 

The blond actress testified on the 
first day of the trial that Friedman, 
brought by police to her presence, 
told her he was “sorry” about the 
robbery. She said he accused Harry 
Voiler of planning it. Voiler, who, 
as an. old friend of Miss West, sat 
with her in her automobile when she 
was robbed, .was indicted in the case 
and is in Illinois resisting extradition.

BULLITT URGES DELAY 
N CREDITS TO RUSSIA 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 19.—(/)— 


| Trade between the United States and 
| soviet Russia must be built up on a 
‘mutually profitable basis, Ambassador 


Bullitt said tonight, and not through 
the extension of large credits to Rus- 
sia if it is to be established on a sta- 
ble foundation. 

In the first public pronouncement 
on. Russian-American affairs from 
the first American ambassador to 
Moscow in 15 years, Bullitt, in an ad- 
dress before the Philadelphia Cham- 
ber of Congnercce, warned American 
business that Russia, now making 
rapid strides ahead, might be halted 
in its progress by the war clouds hang- 
ing over the Pacific horizon, and 
forced to delay payments of its obli- 
gations. 

“A nation may have every intention 
of paying its bills and may have am- 
ple resources,” Bullitt said, “but if 
it is attacked it must turn every en- 
ergy to the prosecution of the war 
and in most cases delay its normal 
payments,” 

Bullitt then 
saying: 

“And unfortunately it is impossi- 
ble to say that there is no chance of 
war in the world today.”

Americans Abroad Rushing 
Hoarded Gold Back to U. S. 


First Large Consignment 
Leaves Paris for Cher- 
bourg for Shipment 
Aboard Europa. 


PARIS, Jan. 19.—(UP)—tThe big 
“vold rush” of American gold hoarded 
abroad started today with the dis- 
patch of the first important consign- 
ment to Cherbourg for shipment on 
the liner Europa, sailing tomorrow 
for New York. 

Other liners sailing from various 
European ports are being loaded with 
international gold rushing to United 
States for investment. The United 
Press learned officially that American 
gold purchases in France alone are to- 
taling almost 20,000,000 francs ($1,- 
258,600) a day, in support of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s new policy. ‘The gold 
is being earmarked and held in vaults, 
chiefly in the Bank of France. 

The gold movements toward the 
United States mostly represent gold 
hoarded by American corporations 
abroad. ‘They are hurrying to repa- 


triate these great sums since Mr. 
Roosevelt's warnings of penalties for 
hoarding. 

It was understood here that the 
corporations. fear leakages of informa- 
tion which might reveal how much 
gold they shipped for hoarding in En- 
rope when the United States went off 
the gold standard. 

A spokesman in the Bank of France 
doubted reports, however, that there is 
a secret agreement between Washing- 
ton and London on the dollar and 
pound, 

“The British stabilization fund is 
not operating at present,” the spokes- 
man said, “probably due to the fact) 
the British are marking time await- 
ing reactions to President Roosevelt’s 


latest move. They may put it into 
operation again, if necessary. 

“It should be recalled that there | 
is no logical reason for agreement be- | 
tween the pound and dollar, since the | 
dollar is the medium of a vast experi- | 
ment whereas sterling is not.” 

In other high official sources it was | 
reiterated that there is not the slight- | 
est prospect that France will aban-| 
don the gold standard. The French | 
believe that President Roosevelt has | 
not changed his policy and still is| 
pursuing the “commodity dollar.” 


Haddon Admits ‘Menacing’ King 


And Promises To Forego Practice 


LONDON, Jan. 19.—(#) — The 
husky, six-foot Clarence Guy Gordon 
Haddon pleaded guilty to a charge of 
menacing King George, whose nephew 
he claims to be, and then went his 
way today, promising to put the 
“maggot” of his alleged grievances 
aside, 

The 43-year-old unemployed engi- 
neer was placed under two sureties 
of 100 pounds each to keep the peace 
for three years and upon his honor, 
by Justice Charles, of the famous Old 
Bailey court, to abandon the belief— 
“this maggot preying on your mind,” 
the court called it—that he is the 
illegitimate son of the Duke of Clar- 
ence, the monarch’s late elder brother. 

The justice told Haddon he was 
taking this course because, among 
other reasons, “the person against 
whom these intolerable threats were 
made has, through the attorney-gen- 
eral, expressed a desire to be in no 
way vindictive.” 

He left Haddon with some fatherly 
advice to comply with the court’s or- 
der, saying: ‘“‘You are man enough 
to do it. If you let that maggot re- 
main in your brain working, there 
will only be one dismal end, am 
sure. So try to use your strength and 
put it aside and crush it.” 

Haddon promised to abstain in the 
future from making any statement 


that he is the -son of the Duke of 
Clarence and to refrain from causing 
or encouraging any other person to 
make a like statement. 


He was accused of writing letters 
to the king demanding money and 
threatening to publish widely, through | 


various means, the details of the al-| 
leged kinship. | 

Sir Thomas Inskip, the attorney- 
general, traced what he called errors 
in Haddon’s claims regarding the date 
of his birth and identified him as one 
of three children born to a Lieutenant 
Rogers by a woman not his wife. 

The date of Haddon’s birth was set 
as 1589, two months before the Duke 
visited India. It was on this visit 
that Haddon claimed the Duke met 
his mother, 

Addressing Haddon as “one man to 
another,” the justice said: 

“Unless you wish to end in a mad-| 
house, the sooner you depart from the | 
belief you have been nursing in your | 
brain, the better. | 

“Throughout your life, the very | 
holding to this belief—which seems to | 
rest upon nothing—has been your 
curse. 

“May I... appeal to you to try 
... to be a happy fellow?” 

“Yes, my lord,” replied Haddon. 
Then he left the court with friends. 


Byrd Flagship Narrowly Escapes 
Being Crushed Under Ice Mountain 


LITTLE AMERICA, ANTARC- 
TICA, Jan. 19.—(?)}—(Via Mackay 
Radio.) —The collapse of a mountain 
of ice near the flagship and the nar- 
row escape of a seaplane from a crash 
nearly spelled disaster today for the 
second Antarctic expedition of Rear 
Admiral Richard E. ‘Byrd. 

This morning the plane, which will 
carry out most of the expedition’s ex- 
ploratory work, had taken off for its 


first flight when the men on ship, 
horrified, noticed that both its skis 
were hanging vertically from its un- 
dercarriage. 

But after anxious moments Pilot 
June put her down in a bank of soft 
snow. Two hours later the craft was 
safely flown from the ship to the base 
here. a 
A few minutes before noon the 10,- 
000-ton flagship, creeping along the 
east side of the Bay of Whales seeking 
a mooring place along the barrier, ap- 
proached the landing place used in 
the previous expedition. 

Admiral Byrd studied the roof of 
the barrier, which rose sheer from 
the water's edge, in places 70 feet 
high, -and asked the meteorologist. 
“What do you think of the place? 
Does it seem safe to you?” 

Before he finished something hap- 
pened, suddenly and without warning. 
One moment the cliff face seemed as 
solid as the palisades; the next min- 
ute there was a sound like a skyscrap- 
er collapsing and a quarter of a mile 
of ice barrier tumbled into the sea, 
about 200 yards away from the ship. 

The impact rocked the ship and a 
hundred thousand tons of ice spread 
fanwise over the water. 

There followed several mintes of si- 
lence. 

“Well,” said the meteorologist then, 
“how that you've asked me admiral, 
I don’t think I’d care to tie up there, 
You know, just a personal dislike for 
the place.” 

The ship subsequently swung back 
to the edge of the bay ice, about two 
and a half miles northwest of Little 
America. It will unload there and a 
survey party was sent to mark a trail 
to the base. 

The plane’s escape was just as dra- 
matic. 

Last night the five-ton craft was 
swung from its cradle on the flag- 
ship, preparatory to the flight. Dur- 
ing the voyage, which ended yester- 
day, the pontoons were removed and 
equipped with skis. 

This morning Chief Pilot June, As- 
sistant Pilot Bolin, and Radio Op- 
erator Hutcheson, took off for Little 
America. Shortly after the takeoff 
it was noted that the huge skis were 
dangling from their pedestals—cords

BRIEF RESPITE WON 
BY SAMUEL INSULL 


ATHENS, Jan. 19.—(#)—Although 
the state supreme council was told 
by its reporter today that it could 
not controvert the Greek government's 
decision to expel Samuel Insull on 
January 31, it was said in a well- 
informed source that the former Chi- 
cago utilities operator would be per- 
mitted to remain until February 14. 


Insull’s last hope of remaining in 
his Athenian retreat indefinitely lay, 
meanwhile, in the possibility that rhe 
council may defy the government's 
deportation order. 

The council's reporter, 
Angelopoulos, told the body it had 
no jurisdiction in the case of the 
aged former Middlewestern Utilities 
operator, whom the United States has 
twice sought vainly to extradite to 
face charges in connection with the 
collapse of the Insull utilities. 

The eight judges, who met to de- 
cide whether they had the right to 
call a halt on the government’s de- 
mand that Insull go 12 days hence, 
were reported evenly divided as to 
their course, but reserved their deci- 
sion. probably until Tuesday. 

The government is determined that 
Insull must leave, even if he has to 
be carried out on a stretcher. This 
was made known after his physician 
again protested that his patienc is too 
weak to travel. 

When three of Athens’ most promi- 
nent attorneys made final pleas for 
him, the former Chicagoan, forlorn 
and dejected, stayed in bed.

Trotsky Stays 
Out 

There are rumors circulating that 
Trotsky met Litvinoff when the lat- 
ter visited France a few months ago. 
It is further stated that Trotsky made 
a plea to Litvinoff to intervene on his 
behalf with Stalin so that he might 
return to Russia. It’s a nice story, 
but that it all it is. Trotsky publishes 
a paper in Paris called ‘Verite,” 
which means “truth.” As a reader 


of nearly the entire journalistic out- 
put in Paris, I read this paper also. 
There is not the slightest indication 
in this paper that Trotsky has under- 
gone a change of heart. He remains 
the most determined opponent of 
Stalin and the Stalinist policy outside 
‘Russia. He is even at work at pres- 
ent to create a new revolutionary 
| party, which shall replace the Third 
International of Moscow, which, Trot- 
sky says, under the guidance of 
Stalin, has become a spineless, sap- 
less organization without guts or 
fighting power. 

Trotsky goes out from the idea that 
socialism cannot be built up in one 
country only. Stalin holds and he 
points to certain achievements in Rus- 
sia itself, that this is very well pos- 
sible. Trotsky is for a world revolu- 
tion. Stalin is delimiting the Russian 
revolution to the countries of the 
soviet union and is actually opposed 
to any new revolutions in this world. 
He and his friends first made it im- 
possible for the Chinese to set up a 
socialist republic. Then they wrecked 
the chances of the German “comrades” 
to seize power and at present they 
are against further trouble in ns agers 

Russia doesn’t want any trouble in 
the world, for Russia needs peace her- 
self. For the sake of peace Joseph 
Stalin has sacrificed his former red 
ardor. But Trotsky keeps it and that 
is why there is not the faintest chance 
of a reconciliation between the two.

Georgia Constitution, Tax, 
Election Plans. 


ELBERTON, Ga., Jan. 19.—Three 
hundred and forty people sat down 
to the annual banquet of the Elberton 
Chamber of Commerce tonight. H. G, 
Thornton, the new president, and the 
new board of directors were installed 
as Z. W. Copeland retired as presi- 
dent. J. S. Asbury was toastmaster. 

A large delegation from Atlanta 
Was present, including State Treasur- 
er George Hamilton, Secretary of 
State John Wilson and State Auditor 
Tom Wisdom. The program included 
a dance by Miss Edna May Copeland, 
singing by a male quartet and a 
chorus of young ladies. 

The local band furnished music. 
The chief speaker was William Schley 
Howard, of Atlanta, who devoted 
much of his address to national] con- 
ditions and their application to Geor- 
gia, praising highly the president and 
condemning the _ sinister efforts to 
thwart his program. Turning to Geor- 
gia affairs, he said the state had 
fallen from seventeenth place in 1920 
to forty-seventh in 1930 in educa- 
tion and material prosperity, that 
there was reason for it and it was 
up to the people to find out the 
obstacles and remove them. 

He said the constitution was obso- 
lete and that before the state could 
resume its high place it must have 
a new one, He declared the number 
of counties in the state must be re- 
duced to not more than 60 and must 
revise its revenue system. He fur- 
ther asserted that the state’s system 
of taxation had made real property a 
liability instead of an asset and that 
30 per cent of the people pay all 
the taxes, with 62 per cent paying 
none. 

He condemned the county unit 
plan which, he said, is equivalent to 
election, and said it was originated 
*‘by the devil.” He urged that all 
taxes be raised by inheritance, income 
and sales tax, declaring he is “un- 
able to understand why our merchants 
opposed a sales tax.” 

Referring briefly to his Athens 
speech, he said he told his Clarke 
county hearers the wild men of Borneo 
had a better system of election than 
Georgia has. Under Georgia's system 
of election, he declared, a man could 
he elected governor witha large ma- 
— of the people voting against 
im.

Nephew of Defendant Says 
Serum Was Given With 


His Consent. 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Jan. 19.—(P)— 
The use of “truth serum” on a de- 
fense witness was disclosed today in 
the trial of Allen Westberry, charged 
with killing Mr. and Mrs. W. H. 
Browning. 

The witness, Austin Westberry, 
nephew of Allen, who is under sen- 
tence of life imprisonment in the 
case, testified that he was given the 
serum Wednesday night by two phy- 
sicians with his own consent. 

After the serum was administered, 
Austin Westberry was questioned by 
Hamilton Burch, defense attorney, 
who said he intended to introduce a 
record of the questions and answers 
as evidence in the trial of Allen. 

Prosecuting Attorney Ed _ Rivers 
brought out that the serum was ad- 
ministered during cross-examination of 
the witness, who occupied the stand 
this afternoon. 

Austin testified that he was in 
Manatee, Fla., working at a crate 
mill the day the Brownings were 
slain in 1930. He testified he was 
arrested in Florida and brought back 
here immediately. 

A confession which he signed, was 
said by Austin to have been dictated 
by A. T. Bell, Brooks county sheriff. 
He added that he signed the paper 
because the sheriff told him he’d “go 
to the electric chair” if he didn’t. 

On cross-examination, however, Aus- 
tin said certain details of the con- 
fession could not have been known 
by Bell. 

Homer Padgett, also under life sen- 
tence in the slaying of the Brown- 
ings, testified earlier in the day that 
a confession he purportedly made was 
“fixed” by officers.

Georgia Senator Asks 
Congress for $150,000,- 
000To Help States Main- 
tain Current Systems. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Con- 
gress was asked today by Senator 
Walter F. George, of Georgia, to ap- 
propriate a fund of $150,000,000 for 
carrying out a two-year program of 
aiding the various states to maintain 
their common school systems. 

In a bill laid before 
chamber, the . Georgia senator pro- 
posed that $50,000,000 of the fund be 
made available during the remainder 
of the current fiscal year with $100,- 
000,000 going for the next year’s op- 
erations. 

Explaining the purpose of the meas- 
ure, Senator George said that many 
of the states, including Georgia, had 
been forced to suspend a part of their 
normal school operations because of 
depleted revenues. He urged that the 
federal government, as a part of its 
general relief and rehabilitation pro- 
gram, might well affurd to divert a 
part of these expenditures for main- 
taining the common schools on a nor- 
mal basis of Speration.

While the proposal was presented 
to the senate in the form of a sep- 
arate bill, he said it was his intention

Baseball Men Support Landis’ Decree 
Against Black Sox Pleal 


Judge Kenesaw M. Landis has refused Joe Jackson’s ap- 
plication for reinstatement in baseball. And I am wondering if 
the judge was not correct. 


There has been a lot of sentiment worked up in favor of 
Shoeless Joe Jackson and I am sure much of it is deserved. 


He was the central figure in the most sentimental 
story of the 1919 baseball scandals. The story was that 
one of the little dirty-mouthed kids in the street went 
up to Joe Jackson and with tears streaming down his 
face said, ‘‘Say it ain’t so, Joe.” 

It is a very touching story. And 1 must confess that | am 
a great guy for forgiving people because | am so often in need 
of forgiveness myself. But the baseball scandals of 1919 were 
rather important from a baseball standpoint. 


The men involved were all stars; that is, leaders in their 
profession. They were the ones who received all the hero) 
worship. And the large salaries. And they were the ones the 
fans paid to see. They were not being underpaid. They were 
not badly treated. They were occupying positions of honor and 


trust. 


And they agreed to throw baseball games in order 
to gain money by connivance with gamblers. It was 
a cold-blooded proposition involving all the legal 
phrases, such as premeditation, malice aforethought, 
lying in wait, and all that sort of thing. 

The records show that Joe Jackson admitted his partici- 
pation along with the others, according to the report from 
Landis’ office. 

I do not think it is customary for banks to rehire 
gentlemen who have absconded with funds. Nor is it 
the habit of any business to forgive the violation of 
a position of trust. 

It all seems very hard-hearted indeed. But if baseball is 
‘important at all it must be kept free from suspicion. And the 
‘very ones who would restore Joe Jackson to baseball would 
-hardly put their whole trust in him again as a baseball man. 
| And so, unimportant as it is and despite the fact that it 
| pains me no little, | must agree with the judge. There seems 
'to be no reason why those responsible for the scandals of 1919 
| should be restored to the game. 


THEY NEVER GET THEM ALL.

| One great trouble with all the business of administering 
| justice in the courts, baseball or civil, is that very often a great 
i'many real defendants never become defendants at all. 


A lot of suave double-crossers go right along with 
unctuous mien putting on a great act act in public and 
applying the old double-cross in private. And a num- 
ber of names very high up in baseball have been under 
| suspicion now and then. With nothing at all being 
| done. | 
| The ball players know this, of course. And they also know 
that there are a lot of shenanigans and downright machina- 
‘tions that go on in the offices between the owners that would

| This, of course, is true of life outside the ball parks. 
|. It is nothing at all to meet several suave and unctuous 
: people every day one ambles about one’s town.
